Summer  Time. — The  extension  of  summer  time  by  one  hour 
ommences  on  the  night  of  Saturday,  May  3,  and  continues  until 
he  night  of  Saturday,  August  9.  During  this  period  the  clock  will 
e  two  hours  in  advance  of  Greenwich  Mean  Time. 

Shorter  Black-out. — Beginning  on  Sunday,  May  4,  the  black-out 
eriod  which  now  begins  half  an  hour  after  sunset  and  ends  half  an 
our  before  sunrise  will  be  shortened.  In  Scotland  and  in  the 
ounties  of  Northumberland,  Durham  and  Cumberland  the  black-out 
ill  begin  an  hour  after  sunset  and  end  an  hour  before  sunrise, 
n  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  it  will  begin  three-quarters  of  an 
our  after  sunset  and  end  three-quarters  of  an  hour  before  sunrise. 

Compulsory  Fire-watching  Enrolment. — The  Minister  of  Home 
ecurity  has  made  an  Order  under  which  all  male  British  subjects 
etween  eighteen  and  sixty  years  of  age  whose  usual  place  of  work 

at  business  premises  in  the  City  of  London  may  be  required,  unless 
liey  are  in  certain  exempted  classes,  to  be  registered  and  enrolled 

r  fire  prevention  duties  anywhere  in  the  City.  The  registration  of 
ersons  working  at  business  premises  will  be  carried  out  by  the 
xupiers  of  those  premises,  who  will  be  required  to  furnish  the 
ecessary  returns  to  the  Common  Council. 

British  Chemical  Plant  Manufacturers. — The  following  were 
jpointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Chemical  Plant 
anufacturers'  Association  on  April  23 : — Chairman,  Mr.  B.  L. 
roadbent  (Thomas  Broadbent  &  Sons,  Ltd.)  ;  V ice- Chairman , 
r.  G.  E.  Foxwell  (Clayton,  Son  &  Co.,  Ltd.)  ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  S. 
night  (Kestner  Evaporator  &  Engineering  Co.,  Ltd.)  ;  Committee : 
ected  members,  Messrs.  W.  R.  Beswick,  K.  Eraser,  J.  C.  Haith- 
aite,  D.  W.  Henshaw,  S.  J.  Ralph,  and  B.  N.  Reavell ;  co-opted 
embers,  Messrs.  G.  N.  Hodson,  W.  J.  Hooton,  R.  Lessing,  and 
.  Rider. 

Glass  Protection  in  Shops. — The  Ministry  of  Home  Security  is 
suing  a  leaflet  for  the  help  of  shopkeepers  in  reducing  the  risk  of 
jury  during  air  raids  from  flying  fragments  of  glass  to  the  staff, 
istomers  and  also  the  goods  in  their  shops.  The  leaflet  advises 
i  the  safest  course  the  replacement  of  glass  with  non-splintering 
aterials,  window  display  being  s.ecured  through  glazed  openings 
L  boards.  If,  however,  protection  against  glass  splinters  is  required, 
16  leaflet  deals  fully  with  the  following  methods :  Heavy  curtains 
:  partitions,  catch  netting,  textile  fabric  on  glass,  strip  treatment, 
lof  glass,  internal  glass.  Protection  of  goods  and  food  are  also 
salt  with. 

Distribution  of  Steel  Supplies. — The  Iron  and  Steel  Control's 
)oklet  " Distribution  of  Steel  Supplies,  No.  3,  Customers"  directed 
lat  application  for  steel  authorisations  should  be  addressed  to  the 
overnment  Department  under  whose  responsibility  the  steel  was 

be  used.  From  now  on,  applications  from  certain  raw  material 
dustries  will  be  dealt  with  by  the  appropriate  Controller.  In  the 
se  of  molasses  and  industrial  alcohol,  application  forms  for 

thorisations  of  steel  for:  "(i)  the  manufacture  of  new  plant  and 
achinery ;    (2)  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  existing  plant ; 

(3)  packages  and  containers,  to  be  used  in  processes  of 
anufacture  of  molasses  and  industrial  alcohol  can  be  obtained 

m  the  Molasses  and  Industrial  Alcohol  Control,  Great  Burgh, 
psom.  The  processes  referred  to  are :  The  storage  and  distribution 

molasses ;  the  production,  storage  and  distribution  of  methyl 
cohol  (including  wood  naphtha) ;   of  industrial  ethyl  alcohol ; 

amyl  alcohols  (including  fusel  oil) ;  of  hexyl  alcohols;  of  acetic 
id  and  esters  of  acetic  or  acetoacetic  acids ;    of  ethyl  lactate ; 

ethyl,  butyl  and  amyl  phthalates  ;  of  esters,  ethers  or  ether  esters 

ethylene  and  diethylene  glycols ;  of  acetone,  methyl  ethyl  ketone 


and  diacetone  alcohol ;  of  formaldehyde  (including  hexamethylene- 
tetramine). 

Trade  with  Jugo-Slavia. — The  Board  of  Trade  has  issued  an 
order  (S.R.  &  O.  1941,  No.  543)  applying  to  Jugo-Slavia  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act.  1939,  as  they  apply 
in  relation  to  enemy  territory. 

Brighton  Branch  Officers. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Brighton 
&  Hove  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  April  24, 
about  thirty-five  members  attending.  The  following  officers  were 
elected:  Chairman,  Mr.  T.  Harper;  Vice-chairmen,  Messrs.  H.  A. 
Baker  and  G.  Paterson  ;  Committee,  Miss  Faro  ;  Messrs.  D.  Mitchell, 
Haywards  Heath;  W.  L.  Chatfield ;  R.  G.  Mumford ;  and  S. 
Pad  wick.  A  resolution  was  passed  congratulating  Mr.  J.  Plowright 
on  his  reaching  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  admission  to.  the 
Register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists. 

Personal  Injuries  (Civilians)  Pension  Scheme. — The  Ministry 
of  Pensions  has  issued  a  pamphlet  (S.R.  &  O.  1941,  No.  226) 
outlining  the  pension  scheme  to  be  applied  to  civilians  who  are 
injured  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  as  members  of  any  civil 
defence  organisation.  Part  I  is  an  interpretation  of  the  scheme. 
Part  II  gives  details  of  compensation  and  allowances.  Part  III  is 
connected  with  pensions  and  allowances  in  respect  of  injuries 
causing  serious  and  prolonged  disablement  or  death.  Part  IV 
details  the  general  provisions  relating  to  injury  allowances  and 
pensions,  with  a  schedule  of  the  civil  defence  organisations  covered 
by  the  scheme.  Copies  of  the  34-page  pamphlet  may  be  obtained 
from  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  Kingsway,  London,  W.C.2,  price  9d. 

Unlawful  Use  of  Title. — At  Clerkenwell  Police  Court,  London, 
on  April  21,  Farr  (Hairdressers),  Ltd.,  Chetwynd  Road,  Highgate, 
were  summoned  for  unlawful  use  of  the  title  "chemist"  in  connexion 
with  the  sale  of  goods  by  retail.  There  was  a  further  summons 
alleging  they  used  the  word  "chemist"  in  a  manner  reasonably 
calculated  to  suggest  that  they,  or  someone  in  their  employment 
in  the  business,  possessed  qualifications  with  respect  to  the  selling, 
dispensing  or  compounding  of  drugs  or  poisons  other  than  the 
quahfications  which  they  in  fact  possessed.  For  the  prosecution 
there  were  produced  a  number  of  photographs  of  the  defendants' 
shop  and  a  large  bill,  including  the  words  :  "  "The  house  for  chemists' 
sundries."  It  was  stated  that  defendants  were  prepared  to  give  an 
undertaking  to  take  down  the  notice.  The  prosecution  proposed  to 
withdraw  the  second  summons  and  the  first  summons  was  dismissed 
under  the  Probation  of  Offenders  Act. 

Purchase  Tax. — In  accordance  with  statutory  regulations 
(S.R.  &  O.  No.  539)  the  next  payment  of  purchase  tax  will  be  in 
respect  of  the  period  March  i  to  June  30,  and  the  tax  must  be  paid 
to  the  collector  not  later  than  July  31.  Thereafter  tax  will  be 
payable  quarterly  with  a  similar  period  of  a  month's  grace  at  the 
end  of  each  quarter.  Arrangements  whereby  tax  on  sales  not  paid 
for  in  each  period  may  be  carried  forward  to  the  next  will  be  dis- 
continued. In  future,  therefore,  tax  will  be  payable  on  all  taxable 
transactions  occurring  within  the  period,  without  deduction  in 
respect  pf  sales  not  paid  for ;  but  the  period  of  grace  within  which 
tax  must  be  paid  has  been  extended  from  ten  days  to  a  month. 
Any  tax  outstanding  from  previous  periods  must  be  included  in 
full  in  the  payment  due  in  July  next.  Forms  (P.T.  11),  on  which 
returns  of  tax  must  be  made,  will  be  posted  to  registered  persons 
at  the  close  of  the  current  period.  The  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise  will  accept  returns  made  up  to  a  date  a  week  or  two 
later  than  the  end  of  the  quarter,  e.g.  July  15  instead  of  June  30, 
where  registered  firms  prefer  to  adopt  such  a  course. 
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Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Prosecution. — At  Chertsey  Police  Court, 
recently,  John  Dudley  Cotter  was  sentenced  to  twelve  months' 
imprisonment  on  three  charges  of  unlawfully  procuring  morphine 
sulphate  from  Dr.  J.  B.  Cargin,  Dr.  N.  Whitehurst  and  Owen 
Rowlands,  M.P.S.,  employed  at  Boots,  Ltd.,  High  Street,  Wey- 
bridge.  Dr.  Whitehurst  stated  that  Cotter  asked  him  for  a  grain 
of  morphine  and  some  material  to  perform  an  operation  on  a 
dog.  Accused  told  him  he  was  a  veterinary  surgeon,  and,  when 
questioned,  witness  found  he  possessed  a  sound  knowledge  of  medical 
principles,  and  so  he  supplied  the  drug  to  him.  Cotter  came  again 
later  and  asked  for  a  supply  of  morphine  for  another  operation,  and 
witness  gave  him  a  prescription  for  one  grain  of  the  drug.  Dr.  J. 
Cargin  said  Cotter  called  on  him  and  asked  for  a  hypodermic  syringe 
and  a  grain  of  morphine  to  perform  an  emergency  operation.  Wit- 
ness gave  him  two  quarter-grains  of  the  drug  and  the  syringe.  Mr. 
Owen  Rowlands  said  Cotter  presented  a  prescription.  It  was  some- 
what smudged,  and  as  there  might  be  some  doubt  about  the  quantity, 
confirmation  was  obtained  by  telephone  from  Dr.  Whitehurst. 
The  morphine  was  then  supplied  to  him.  Accused  asked  for  other  cases 
of  obtaining  drugs  at  Weybridge  and  Woking  to  be  taken  into 
consideration. 

War  Damage  to  Buildings  and  Land. — The  War  Damage 
Commission  announces  that  its  four  regional  offices  for  London  were 
opened  on  April  28.  The  addresses  of  the  offices  are  as  follows: — 
N.W.  London. — Government  Building,  Bromyard  Avenue,  Acton, 
London,  W.3  ;  N.E.  London. — Finsbury  Square  House,  33-3 7A 
Finsbury  Square,  London,  E.C.i  ;  S.E.  London. — Clifton  House, 
Euston  Road,  London,  N.W.i  ;  and  S.W.  London. — 55  Eden  Street, 
Kingston-on-Thames.  Notifications  of  damage  to  land  and  buildings, 
or  claims  in  respect  of  such  damage  already  suffered,  in  any  of  these 
places,  are  to  be  made  to  the  appropriate  office.  Where  an  owner  of 
damaged  premises  has  already  completed  Form  V.O.W.  i  and  re- 
turned it  to  the  district  valuer  he  or  she  need  take  no  action  until 
approached  by  the  War  Damage  Commission's  regional  office  and 
invited  to  fill  up  a  second  form  giving  certain  necessary  particulars. 
In  the  event  of  future  damage  application  should  be  made  to  the 
Commission's  regional  office,  or  to  the  district  valuer,  for  Form  C.i, 
the  new  and  simpler  form  by  means  of  which  notification  is  to  be 
given.  This  form  will  also  be  obtainable  at  most  town  halls  and 
council  offices.  A  pamphlet  giving  a  short  explanation  of  that  part 
of  the  War  Damage  Act  which  relates  to  land  and  buildings  will  be 
issued  with  Form  C.  i,  and  will  be  sent  with  the  second  Form  to 
those  claimants  who  have  already  sent  in  V.O.W.  i.  It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  the  Commission's  regional  office  is  in  no  way 
concerned  with  the  insurance  of  goods  and  chattels. 

More  Goods  for  Reception  Areas. — New  recommendations 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade  are  expected  to  have  the  result  that 
shopkeepers  in  reception  areas  will  receive  larger  proportions  of 
available  supplies.  After  consultation  with  trade  associations, 
the  Board  has  confidentially  indicated  to  wholesalers  the  extent  to 
which  supplies  of  goods  other  than  foodstuffs  should  be  scaled  up  or 
down  for  particular  areas,  in  order  to  keep  in  line  with  population 
changes.  The  factor  of  adjustment  is  not  the  same  for  all  classes 
of  goods.  Details  of  population  changes  cannot  be  published,  but 
among  the  areas  to  which  graded  increases  of  supplies  have  been 
recommended  are : —

Blustrated  Lecture  at  Wembley. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Wembley 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  April  22,  the  president  of 
the  Branch  (Mr.  W.  E.  James,  F.L.S.)  gave  a  lecture  illustrated  by 
lantern  slides  on  "  One  Hundred  Years  of  Pharmaceutical  Progress." 
In  the  course  of  his  lecture  he  gave  the  ratio  of  pharmacists  to 
population  as  being,  in  1880,  i  to  2,200;  in  1910,  i  to  2,500;  and 
in  1940,  I  to  1,850.

It  was  stated  he  had  swallowed  a  quantity  ol 
disinfectant  and  a  verdict  of  "suicide"  was  recorded. — A  verdict] 
that  the  death  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Byford,  St.  Ann's  Chapel,  Cornwall, 
whose  body  was  exhumed  last  August,  was  accelerated  and  aggra- 
vated by  arsenical  poisoning,  but  that  there  was  insufficient  evidence] 
to  show  by  whom  it  was  administered,  was  returned  at  the  resuraei 
inquest  on  her  body  at  Plymouth,  on  April  17.

A  letter  was  read  fronj 
the  Civil  Defence  Authorities  asking  the  Society  to  make  arrangef 
ments  for  storing  goods  and  furniture  in  case  of  damage  to  premiseil 
by  air  raid.  It  was  agreed  that  the  rooms,  11  Waring  Street,  shoulcl 
be  available  to  any  members  unable  to  arrange  for  storage  locallyl 
Four  subcommittees  were  then  appointed.  The  president  reportecl 
that  all  male  workers  in  the  wholesale  business  were  being  broughi 
into  the  National  Union  of  Distributive  and  Allied  Workers,  and 
on  a  matter  of  principle  he  had  objected  to  apprentices  beinfl 
included.  He  was  being  brought  before  the  Tribunal  by  the  Unioil 
on  this  point,  and  had  engaged  solicitor  and  counsel  and  was  goinJ 
to  fight  the  issue.  He  strongly  resented  pharmaceutical  apprentice! 
being  put  on  the  same  footing  as  messenger  boys,  light  porters,  oJ 
bottle-washers ;  the  result  sooner  or  later  would  affect  the  retail 
apprentices  and  he  mentioned  the  matter  so  that  they  would  knovl 
the  position.

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Requisitioning  of  Business  Premises. — Replying  to  Sir  Stanlev  Reed 
on  April  29,  Mr.  Oliver  Lyttelton  (President  of  the  Board  of  Trade)  said 
that  in  considering  what  factories  in  production  could  best  be  released  for 
national  purposes,  regard  must  be  had  primarily  to  the  suitability  of  the 
labour  and  premises  and  to  the  relative  importance  of  the  present  output 
of  the  factory  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  The  fact  that  bombed-out 
firms  had  moved  to  new  premises  in  less  vulnerable  areas  could  not  in  itself 
be  regarded  as  a  reason  for  protecting  them  against  requisitioning,  and  he 
proposed  in  the  near  future  to  take  steps  to  prevent,  except  under  licence, 
the  acquisition  of  new  premises  by  private  firms. 

Special  Diet  for  Diabetics. — Sir  I.  Fraser  asked  the  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  on  April  22  what  special  arrangements 
his  Department  had  made,  or  proposed  to  make,  to  enable  diabetics  to 
obtain  a  balanced  diet  suitable  to  their  condition.  Major  Lloyd  George 
replied  that,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Food  Rationing  (Special 
Diets)  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Medical  Research  Council,  he  had 
arranged  for  diabetics  to  receive  two  extra  meat  and  two  extra  butter  and 
margarine  rations  per  week  in  lieu  of  their  sugar  ration,  and  he  understood 
that  these  extra  allowances  enabled  diabetics  to  obtain  a  diet  adequate 
for  all  cases  of  diabetes  mellitus.  Under  the  present  food  restrictions  no 
other  special  arrangements  needed  to  be  made. 

Purchase  Tax  Payments. — The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  was 
asked  by  Mr.  Wilson  on  April  22  if  consideration  had  been  given  to  the 
difficulties  of  the  wholesaler,  who  had  to  pay  monthly  in  respect  of  all 
tax  charged  in  the  previous  month  whether  collected  or  not ;  and  whether, 
to  avoid  much  inconvenience,  he  would  arrange  that  there  should  only  be 
paid  over  each  month  what  had  been  collected  in  the  previous  month. 

Sir  Kingsley  Wood  :  My  hon.  Friend  is  in  error  in  supposing  that 
payment  of  purchase  tax  is  required  to  be  made  monthly.  The  Regulations 
provide  for  the  tax  to  be  paid  quarterly,  though  in  future  a  month  will 
normally  be  allowed  after  the  end  of  each  quarter  in  which  to  make  up 
the  return  of  tax  due  and  pay  the  money.  This  procedure  affords  a  period 
of  grace  such  as  my  hon.  Friend  appears  to  desire. 

War  Damage  Insurance  Premiums. — On  April  22  Colonel  Guest 
asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  what — and  if  so  from  what 
date — premiums  under  the  War  Damage  Act,  1941,  must  be  paid  retro- 
spectively by  a  limited  liability  company  so  that  it  was  fully  covered 
for  any  damage  by  enemy  action.  The  reply  was  that  in  principle  the 
premium  payable  under  the  business  insurance  scheme  was  fixed  at  30s. 
per  cent,  to  cover  the  period  from  the  outbreak  of  war  until  September  30, 
1941.  For  reasons  of  practical  convenience  this  amount  would  be  collected 
at  the  rate  of  los.  per  cent,  on  separate  policies  for  three  successive  periods, 
the  first  beginning  on  April  17,  1941,  and  the  third  ending  on  September  30, 
1941.  To  obtain  cover  against  war  damage  occurring  on  or  after  April  17, 
1941,  to  goods  falling  within  the  business  scheme,  a  company  must  take 
out  a  policy  of  insurance  within  thirty  days  of  that  date.  Companies  whose 
goods  had  sustained  war  damage  before  that  date  should,  if  they 
had  not  already  done  so,  complete  Form  V.O.W.i  and  send  it  to  the  Valuer 
of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  for  their  district.  Compensation  for  past 
damage  would  be  paid  so  far  as  possible  on  the  same  basis  as  if  insurance 
had  been  effected,  subject  to  an  appropriate  deduction  in  respect  of 
premium. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Prospective  Legislation. — An  anxious  time  awaits  us  in  con- 
dering  the  intended  repeal  of  the  Medicines  Stamp  Acts  (p.  265). 
~ien  a  former  Chancellor's  intention  to  repeal  these  Acts  two  years 
o  was  abandoned,  the  views  of  pharmacists  were  supported  in 

rliament  by  allies  whose  interests  in  the  matter  were  not  entirely 
entical  with  them.  In  the  shaping  of  new  legislation  their  interests 
ay  not  take  such  allies,  or  many  of  them,  far  along  the  road  that 
-armacists  wish  to  travel;  and  there  is  always  the  possibility  of 
jleterious  amendments  being  accepted  by  the  two  Houses.  As 
"gehot  wrote  in  "The  English  Constitution"  (1872)  :  "It  (Parlia- 
ent)  is  sure  to  wedge  some  clause  into  the  Act,  such  as  that  which 
e  judge  said  'seemed  to  have  fallen  by  itself,  perhaps  from  heaven, 
to  the  mind  of  the  legislature.'  ..."  I  am  not  sure  whether  the 
gistering  Board  mentioned  in  your  editorial  article  is  identical 
'th  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
xise  proposed  by  two  of  the  organisations  submitting  evidence 

the  Select  Committee  of  1935-36  (pp.  51,  92  of  the  Committee's 

ort),  or,  indeed,  whether  it  is  intended  that  the  Commissioners 
all  administer  a  new  Act  or  not.  On  such  points — and  there  are 
-eral  of  them — we  need  ample  light  before  the  Bill  gets  too  far. 

Curtailment. — An  item  in  last  week's  parliamentary  news 
.  262)  affords  cold  comfort  to  owners  of  small  businesses  hard  hit 

war  conditions.  Replying  to  a  debate  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
e  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trade  referred  to  a 
ggestion  "that  there  should  be  no  unfair  competition  and  that 
ere  should  be  a  guarantee  of  Government  assistance  to  the  owner 
the  family  business  who  found  himself  in  difficulty.  It  was  clearly 
possible,"  he  commented,  "for  the  Government  to  give  any  such 
arantee."  He  forecast  a  time  when  "it  would  be  necessary  for 
e  small  shopkeepers  to  charge  excessive  prices  as  a  result  of  their 


reduced  turnover  or  they  would  not  get  a  livelihood  out  of  their 
little  shops."  Is  it  to  be  supposed  that  the  public  will  consent  to 
pay  higher  prices  on  this  ground  ?  The  official  view  seems  to  be 
that  "many  small  shopkeepers  should  realise  their  present  stocks, 
invest  the  money  in  Government  securities  and  find  other  jobs  for 
the  time  being."  The  letter  of  "Owner"  on  p.  270  puts  certain 
aspects  of  the  problem  very  clearly.  Amid  the  confusion  of  the 
situation  when  regarded  nationally  we  may  draw  the  conclusion 
that,  while  the  funds  raised  for  relieving  cases  of  hardship  are 
admirable  as  expedients,  they  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  permanent 
solution,  nor  are  they  so  intended.  Circumstances  vary  so  much 
from  one  locality  to  another  that  I,  for  one,  look  to  neighbourly 
enterprise  as  affording  the  best  chances  of  escape  from  tight  comers. 

An  Election  Problem. — Until  the  Privy  Council  has  given  a 
definite  direction  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
regarding  the  holding  or  postponement  of  an  election  this  year 
(p.  265),  comment  may  seem  more  or  less  hypothetical.  I  venture 
to  record,  however,  my  view  (binding  no  one  but  myself)  that  loose 
talk  about  the  "principle"  of  the  suspension  of  this  election  being 
undemocratic  is  beside  the  mark.  In  the  present  national  situation, 
and  for  some  time  to  come,  there  are  far  more  important  matters 
to  be  decided  than  the  continuance  or  cessation  of  the  existing 
membership  of  this  Council.  Of  late  years  some  of  us  have  grown  so 
accustomed  to  regarding  public  bodies  as  possessed  of  unlimited 
funds  that  we  fail  to  realise  the  cost  in  stationery  and  staff  work  of 
an  election  such  as  is  under  discussion.  We  are  not  told  whether  it 
is  suggested  that  the  scrutineers  appointed  for  counting  the  votes 
should  assemble  at  Derby ;  but  in  any  case  the  holding  of  a  Council 
election  at  the  present  juncture  is  somewhat  of  a  luxury,  and  luxuries 
are  not  in  favour  now  in  responsible  quarters,  Xrayser 
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Annual  Meeting. — The  forty-fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association  was  held  in  London  on  April  17, 
the  president  (Mr.  J.  D.  Bohn)  in  the  chair,.  The  meeting  confirmed 
certain  resolutions,  previously  passed  by  the  Council,  modifying 
the  Association's  rules.  The  President,  who  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  annual  report,  touched  on  membership,  purchase  tax  and  the 
Prices  of  Goods  Act ;  he  said  that,  after  being  for  so  many  years  a 
liability,  the  Year  Book  and  Protected  List  had  become  an  asset. 
Mr.  p.  F.  Rowsell  seconded  the  motion,  and  Mr.  Skues,  who 
spoke  in  support,  suggested  that  the  extra  revenue  obtained  from 
the  Year  Book  might  be  devoted  to  the  issue  of  a  quarterly  list  of 
price  revisions.  He  was  supported  by  Mr.  J.  Milner,  who  expressed 
satisfaction  at  the  proposal  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  to 
repeal  medicines  stamp  duties.  Mr.  Preston  suggested  that  com- 
parative figures  for  the  previous  year  might  be  available  to  members 
when  considering  the  financial  statement.  The  report  and  state- 
ment, summarised  below,  were  then  formally  adopted. 

Annual  Report. — Membership  of  the  Association  has  been  well 
maintained.  In  the  manufacturers'  section  there  has  been  a  decrease, 
several  members  having  withdrawn  either  because  the  goods  they 
marketed  were  imported  and  are  not  now  available  or  (in  the  toilet 
and  perfumery  section)  because  the  quota  imposed  under  the 
Limitation  of  Supplies  Order  adversely  affected  their  sales  and 
profits.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  still  350  manufacturer 
members.  In  the  wholesale  and  retail  sections  the  position  is  prac- 
tically unchanged.  The  imposition  of  the  Limitation  of  Supplies 
(Miscellaneous)  Order,  1940,  necessitated  negotiations  (unfortu- 
nately unfruitful)  between  representatives  of  the  Association  and  the 
Board  of  Trade  to  devise  some  plan  by  which  the  Order  could  be 
satisfactorily  operated,  particularly  by  the  wholesale  trade.  When 
a  further  Order  entailing  a  reduction  to  25  per  cent,  in  the  quota  for 
goods  included  in  Class  16  was  made,  the  Association  endorsed 
representations  made  to  the  Board  of  Trade  by  other  trade  organisa- 
tions asking  for  a  modification  of  the  drastic  restriction.  In  view 
of  the  reply  from  the  Board,  reiterating  the  reasons  why,  in  the 
national  interest,  no  variation  could  be  made  in  the  Order,  the 
Council  decided  that  it  would  not  be  advisable  or  proper  to  pursue 
the  matter  further.  When  purchase  tax  proposals  were  in  the 
provisional  stage,  the  Council  realised  it  was  essential  that  a 
uniform  procedure  for  any  particular  price-maintained  article  should 
be  adopted.  The  Council  considered  that  the  best  method  would  be 
calculation  of  tax  on  a  "wholesale  value"  represented  by  the  per 
dozen  price  for  "smalls,"  irrespective  of  the  quantity  purchased 
by  the  retailer.  This  proposed  procedure  was  submitted  to  the 
Customs  Authorities  and  received  their  approval.  Manufacturer 
members  of  the  P.A.T.A.  were  then  asked  to  furnish  particulars 
regarding  the  application  of  the  tax  to  the  agreed  wholesale  value  of 
their  respective  products.  This  information  has  been  obtained  and 
embodied  in  the  Protected  List  for  1941,  involving  almost  complete 
overhaul  of  the  list.  The  Prices  of  Goods  (Price  Regulated  Goods) 
Order,  1940,  came  into  force  on  June  10.  The  Executive  Committee 
decided  to  apply  to  the  Central  Price  Regulation  Committee  for  a 
ruling  which  would  ensure  recognition  as  "permitted  prices"  by  the 
Central  Committee  of  a  list,  based  on  the  Association's  Protected 
List  and  Year  Book,  of  proprietary  articles  that  had  increased  in 
price  since  August  21,  1939.  The  Association  furnished  the  Com- 
mittee with  full  particulars  of  price  increa.ses  which  had  taken  place 
and  provided  the  Committee  with  all  relevant  information  required, 
and  subsequently  the  Association's  representatives  discussed  with 
the  deputy  Chairman  of  the  Central  Committee  various  points 
connected  with  the  application.  At  the  time  of  preparation  of  the 
annual  report,  the  application  for  recognition  remained  in  abeyance. 
Improvement  in  the  price-cutting  position  has  continued,  and  a 
progressive  decrease  in  the  number  of  "cutters"  has  been  noted. 
Scores  of  traders  previously  "stoplisted"  for  cutting  have  come  to 
agreement  with  the  Association  and  their  names  have  been  removed 
from  the  Stop  List.  Many  price-cutting  shops  have  been  closed 
down  and  a  large  number  destroyed  or  damaged  by  enemy  action. 
The  Association's  price-maintenance  and  investigation  work  has 
been  kept  up  where  necessary.  The  Association's  offices  in  London 
were  damaged  by  enemy  action  in  September  1940;  through  the 
kindness  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  temporary  accom- 
modation had  been  provided  in  Queen  Square,  and,  later,  emergency 
premises  at  Bedford,  previously  held  in  reserve,  were  made  the 
Association's  administrative  headquarters.  The  decision  reached 
in  1939  that,  owing  to  war  conditions,  the  annual  election  to  the 
Council  should  not  be  held  in  that  year  was  continued  for  another 
year  by  a  resolution  of  the  Council.  Accordingly  the  term  of  office 
of  all  members  of  the  Council  has  been  extended  by  another  year. 
The  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the  year  shows  that 


income  exceeded  expenditure  by  £61^.  Subscriptions  from  the 
manufacturers'  section  showed  a  decHne  of  ;^22i,  and  from  th( 
wholesalers  of  £25.  In  the  retail  section  there  was  an  increase  o; 
£56  in  subscriptions.  Expenses  connected  with  the  investigation  o: 
price-cutting  have  decreased. 

Council  Meeting. — A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  also  held  01 
April  17,  the  president  (Mr.  J.  D.  Bohn)  in  the  chair.  The  presiden- 
referred  to  the  loss,  through  death,  of  Mr.  George  R.  Hunt,  who  fo: 
many  years  had  represented  John  Steedman  &  Co.  on  the  manu 
facturers'  section.  A  resolution  of  sympathy  was  passed.  Th 
Council  received  a  report  on  the  Interview  which  the  presiden 
and  Mr.  Marns,  with  the  secretary,  had  had  with  the  chairman 
the  Central  Price  Regulation  Committee  on  the  Council's  applicatioi 
for  recognition  of  the  protected  list  as  a  hst  of  "permitted  prices' 
under  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act.  The  Central  Committee  had  exam 
ined  figures  and  costings  relating  to  a  representative  selection  o 
articles  included  in  the  P.A.T.A.  List  that  had  been  increased  ii 
price  since  August  1939,  and  had  expressed  their  concern  at  tb 
apparent  failure  of  certain  manufacturers  to  observe  the  condition 
laid  down  by  the  Act  when  revising  prices.  The  Central  Committe 
had  thought  it  desirable  that  all  manufacturer  members  of  th 
Association  should  again  be  advised  of  the  requirements  of  the  Acl 
and  should  be  reminded  that  non-observance  might  involve  seriou 
trouble  to  the  retail  seller,  to  the  manufacturer,  or  to  both.  Follow 
ing  the  interview  a  memorandum  had  been  prepared  and  sent  t 
all  members  of  the  manufacturers'  section  (see  below).  The  Centr" 
Committee  had  also  suggested  that  manufacturers  who  made  0 
had  made  increases  in  the  prices  of  P.A.T.A.  goods  should  fumisl 
the  Association  with  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  goods  hai 
been  priced  in  accordance  witlj  the  provisions  of  the  Prices  of  Good 
Act.  In  the  meantime,  the  application  for  recognition  of  th 
Association's  list  remained  under  consideration.  The  Counc 
discussed  various  trade  difficulties  resulting  from  operation  of  th 
Limitation  of  Supplies  Order,  particularly  complaints  that  operatic: 
of  the  quota  system  in  connexion  with  Class  16  goods  had  not  bee: 
equitable,  but  considered  it  was  outside  their  power  or  provinc 
to  intervene.  The  report  on  price-maintenance  work  during  th 
quarter  showed  that  the  general  decrease  in  price-cutting  had  bee 
progressively  maintained.  Only  fifteen  new  cases  of  price-cuttin 
had  been  reported  since  January.  On  the  other  hand,  there  ha 
been  an  unusually  large  number  of  applications  from  "stoplisted 
traders,  including  many  traders  formerly  classed  as  "persisten 
price-cutters."  for  removal  of  their  names  from  the  list.  The  busines 
premises  of  fifty-six  traders  whose  names  appeared  on  the  Stop  Li 
had  been  closed,  in  addition  to  a  considerable  number  closed 
destroyed  through  enemy  action. 

Memorandum. — The  memorandum  to  members  of  the  man 
facturers'  section,  referred  to  above,  included  the  following: — 

The  provisions  of  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act  apply  to  practically  a 
proprietary  articles  included  in  the  P.A.T.A.  Protected  List.  Th 
Central  Price  Regulation  Committee,  having  examined  figures  an 
costings  relating  to  a  representative  selection  of  articles  include 
in  the  P.A.T.A.  List  which  have  been  increased  in  price  sine 
August  21,  1939,  have  expressed  their  concern  at  the  apparen 
failure  of  certain  manufacturers,  members  of  the  Association,  t 
observe  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Act.  The  principle  of  tt 
Act  is  that  no  trader  may  make  a  larger  sum  of  money  as  net  prof 
per  article  than  he  was  making  on  August  21,  1939.  The  mam 
facturer  of  a  proprietary  article  who  finds  it  necessary  to  increas 
the  price  to  the  trade  of  that  article  must  ascertain  his  total  cosi 
for  the  article  in  1939  and  then  deduct  those  costs  from  the  pric 
he  charged  to  the  trade ;  he  then  works  out  his  total  current  cosi 
and  adds  to  the  figure  obtained  the  same  profit  margin  he  previousl 
obtained.  For  proprietary  price-maintained  goods  included  in  tfc 
P.A.T.A.  List  it  has  always  been  the  custom  for  the  manufacture' 
of  such  goods  to  fix  the  price  charged  (a)  by  the  wholesaler  to  th 
retailer  and  (b)  by  the  retailer  to  the  public.  To  enable  this  procedui 
to  be  continued  without  possible  breach  of  the  Prices  of  Goods  Ac 
the  Central  Price  Regulation  Committee  has  agreed  that  cost 
and  selling  prices  may  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of  an  averag 
wholesaler  and  an  average  retaUer. 

Protected  List. — The  P.A.T.A.  Protected  List  and  Year  Bool 
194 1,  has  just  been  issued.  Practically  every  item  has  been  re-s< 
to  give  details  of  purchase  tax  and  the  compilation  has  involved  tl 
P.A.T.A.  staff  in  heavy  work.  The  procedure  adopted  in  compilin 
the  new  list  is  to  show:  (i)  basic  retail  price  (i.e.  retail  price  lel 
purchase  tax)  ;  (2)  standard  wholesale  price  (i.e.  wholesale  value  0 
which  purchase  tax  is  calculated)  ;  (3)  rate  of  purchase  tax  per  doz 
and  (4)  new  retail  tax-inclusive  price.

Vhat  would  be  the  legal  position  of  a  trader  who,  as  a  result  of 
ar-time  hardships,  was  obliged  to  close  his  business  and  realise 
is  stock,  if  he  found  himself  under  some  liability  to  his  landlord 
)  continue  the  rent  ?  The  question  was  answered  by  the  Solicitor- 
eneral  during  the  second  reading  of  the  Liabilities  (War-Time 
djustment)  Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  April  24.  Obviously 
le  trader  could  continue  to  pay  his  rent  or,  for  that  matter,  his 
ites  and  taxes,  but  only  at  the  expense  of  dipping  into  capital 
quired  by  realisation  of  stock.  He  would  thereby  deprive  himself 
f  the  opportunity  of  restarting  his  business  after  the  war,  a  circum- 
ance  which  the  Bill  is  designed  to  prevent.  Clause  3  (i,  b)  of  the 
ill  provides  that  application  may  be  made  to  the  courts  by  the 
ader  for  adjustment  and  settlement  of  his  affairs  if  he,  being 
-■quired  to  pay  his  debts  and  to  meet  his  future  liabilities,  can  show 
lat,  owing  to  war  circumstances,  he  is  unable  to  carry  on  his 
usiness  at  all,  or  would  lose  the  means  of  restarting  it.  The 
Dlicitor-General  pointed  out  that  the  intention  underlying  the 
ause  was  not  merely  to  deal  with  insolvency,  i.e.  inability  to  pay 
!bts,  but  also  with  the  impossibility  of  paying  debts  except  by 
ing  resources  that  would  later  be  required  for  restarting  business. 
Under  the  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  appoint  officials  who  will  be 
Jscribed  as  "liabilities  adjustment  officers"  and  whose  function 
ill  be  to  advise  and  assist  debtors  in  coming  to  an  equitable  and 
■asonable  arrangement  with  their  creditors.    Any  person  who  is 
serious  financial  difficulties  owing  to  war  circumstances  may 
Jply  to  a  liabilities  adjustment  officer  for  advice  and  assistance  in 
riving  at  an  arrangement  that  will  enable  him,  if  he  carries  on  a 
jsiness — or  would,  but  for  war  circumstances,  be  carrying  on  a 
jsiness — to  preserve  the  business  or  recover  it  when  circumstances 
3rmit.  Notice  will  be  given  of  any  scheme  proposed  to  all  creditors 
ho  have  provable  debts,  and  if  both  they  and  the  debtor  agree  to 
,  the  liabilities  adjustment  officer  will  give  the  scheme  his  approval. 
,  however,  he  is  unable  to  secure  an  agreed  scheme,  he  may  approve 
iiy  scheme  which  seems  to  him  to  be  equitable  and  reasonable, 
id  to  which  the  debtor  and  the  majority  in  number  and  in  value 
the  creditors  assent.  A  scheme  approved  under  this  section  of  the 
11  may  provide  for  the  composition  of  debts,  postponement  of 
bt  payments,  assignment  or  charging  of  the  debtor's  property  in 
vour  of  the  creditors,  and  for  the  management  or  disposal  of  the 
btor's  business.  The  scheme  may  be  amended  or  revoked  by  the 
urts  in  certain  cases.  If  a  trader  would  lose  his  means  of  livelihood 
required  to  pay  his  debts  and  meet  his  future  liabilities  as  they 
1  due,  the  court  might  make  a  "protection"  order,  which  is,  in 
ct,  a  standstill  order.   The  operative  order,  however,  is  called  a 
bilities  adjustment  order,  and  under  it  the  court  could  except 
rtain  properties  from  the  necessity  of  realisation  for  debt  payment, 
d  could  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  the  debtor  and  his  family.. 


Man-power  in  Pharmacy 

The  recent  alteration  in  the  Schedule  of  Reserved  Occupations  which 
has  rendered  pharmacists  under  the  age  of  thirty  liable  for  service 
in  the  armed  Forces,  will  call  for  drastic  reorganisation  in  retail 
business.  When  addressing  the  Branch  representatives  on  April  16, 
the  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  said  "it  was  antici- 
pated that  something  like  8,000  men  wUl  be  taken  out  of  pharmacy 
and  there  may  be  less  than  one  pharmacist  per  pharmacy  in  retail 
business."  There  were  on  the  Society's  Registers  in  December  31, 
1940,  24,921  persons  (pharmaceutical  chemists  1,611  ;  chemists  and 
druggists  23,310)  compared  with  15,387  in  1931  and  15,650  in  1932. 
If  it  is  assumed  that  there  are  25,000  names  on  the  Register  at  the 
present  time  there  would  be  approximately  9,500  who  could  be  called 
up  for  service.  It  is  generally  considered  that  80  per  cent,  of  phar- 
macists are  engaged  in  retail  trade,  i.e.  at  the  present  time,  approxi- 
mately 20,000,  so  that  the  same  percentage  of  those  who  would  be 
taken  from  retail  business  would  be  7,600.  There  are  about  15,000 
pharmaceutical  businesses  in  the  country,  consequently  the  number 
of  chemists  remaining  to  take  charge  of  them  will  be  12,400 — a 
serious  position. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  negotiations  between  the  Central 
Pharmaceutical  War  Committee,  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
Ministry  of  Labour,  the  first-mentioned  will  bear  in  mind  the 
important  part  being  taken  in  looking  after  the  health  of  the  com- 
munity by  the  private  pharmacist  in  business — there  are  quite  a 
large  number  of  military  age  in  business  for  themselves.  There  is, 
in  fact,  an  obligation  on  the  part  of  pharmacists'  representatives  to 
do  all  in  their  power  for  these  private  owners  since  it  was  on  the 
advice  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  Government  departments 
that  so  many  of  them  have  not  already  joined  the  armed  Forces  or 
played  a  still  greater  part  in  the  Civil  Defence  Services.  We  know 
that  some  have  disregarded  the  advice  to  stay  in  their  pharmacies, 
but  many  more  have  loyally  abided  by  it — possibly,  now,  to  their 
disadvantage,  for  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  8,000  pharmacists 
cannot  be  absorbed  in  the  R.A.M.C.  as  it  is  at  present  organised. 
To  put  into  a  combatant  unit  a  man  who  has  spent  some  four  or 
five  years  in  qualifying  in  pharmacy,  and  had  further  years  of 
practical  experience  in  his  profession,  is  sheer  waste  of  man-power.  His 
skill  and  knowledge  should  be  available  where  the  greatest  use  can 
be  made  of  it.  The  number  of  apprentices  or  students  registered  in 
1939  was  651  and  in  1940  639 ;  it  is  reasonable  to  assume,  therefore, 
that  some  600  names  will  be  added  to  the  Society's  Registers  in  the 
next  twelve  months  (788  passed  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying 
examination  last  year).  Will  all  these  young  pharmacists,  male  and 
female,  be  absorbed  in  national  service  in  one  form  or  another  ? 

If  we  put  the  maximum  requirements  of  the  Forces  in  dispensers 
at  4,000,  it  seems  that  some  4,000  pharmacists  will  be  drafted  to 
serve  in  the  rank  and  file  where  their  qualifications  will  be  wasted. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Hardship  Committees  might  well 
consider  the  question  whether  the  pharmacist  who  is  not  required  to 
serve  in  his  professional  capacity  in  the  Forces  is  not  likely  to  be  of 
more  value  to  the  nation  if  he  is  allowed  to  continue  in  his  civil 
occupation,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  a  pharmacy  cannot  be 
carried  on  without  at  least  one  pharmacist  being  employed  therein. 

Lost  Time  in  Industry 

Labour  wastage,  absenteeism  and  unpunctuality  in  industry  are 
serious  problems  in  normal  times,  but  in  war-time  their  cumulative 
effect  may  be  such  as  to  make  a  vital  difference  to  the  national  war 
effort.  Suggested  remedies  for  some  of  these  industrial  ills  are  put 
forward  in  the  current  issue  of  "Occupational  Psychology,"  pub- 
lished by  the  National  Institute  of  Industrial  Psychology.  It  is 
suggested,  for  example,  that  the  effects  of  absenteeism  and  un- 
punctuality can  be  minimised  in  one  of  two  ways,  either  by  improv- 
ing attendance  or  by  adjusting  the  factory  organisation,  so  that 
bad  attendance  does  less  to  hinder  production.  In  one  factory  in 
which  the  second  method  was  employed,  reserves  of  labour  for  all 
key  positions  were  organised,  "  understudies"  being  specially  trained 
to  be  ready  to  replace  skilled  operatives,  though  employed  normally 
on  tasks  that  could  be  postponed.  Where  there  is  no  reserve  of 
labour  to  be  tapped  and  the  work  is  urgent,  appeals  to  the  patriotism 
and  generosity  of  the  workers  becomes  necessary.  Such  appeals, 
it  is  stated,  never  fail  to  have  an  immediate  response  in  improved 
attendance.  Several  methods  of  appeal  are  suggested,  e.g.  slogan 
competitions,  giving  a  goal  to  be  reached  in  a  short  period,  or  by 
stimulating  competition  between  shifts.  In  some  firms,  where  a 
bad  habit  of  unpunctuality  has  developed  owing  to  war  conditions, 
surprisingly  good  results  are  stated  to  have  been  achieved  after 
a  few  weeks  of  a  "punctuality  drive."  In  one  instance,  where 
thirty  per  cent,  of  the  workers  were  ten  minutes  or  more  late  and 
seven  per  cent,  of  the  whole  were  over  half  an  hour  late,  only  four 
per  cent,  were  even  four  minutes  late  during  the  punctuality  drive. 
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THE  FUTURE  OF  PROPRIETARY  MEDICINES

IT  may  be  taken  for  granted  that  regular  readers  of  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist  are  familiar  with  the  history  of  proprietary 
medicines  in  their  legal  aspect,  and  have  some  means  of  refresh- 
ing their  memories  when  necessary.  The  latest  treatment  of  the 
subject  on  a  comprehensive  scale  is  to  be  found  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Diary,  1938  (pp.  277-300)  :  this  compendium  has  no  doubt 
been  in  request  since  the  publication  in  the  C.  (S-  D.  of  April  12 
(pp.  236-37)  of  a  memorandum  on  the  Medicines  Stamp  Acts  and  the 
proposed  atiolition  of  certain  duties,  submitted  to  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  by  the  Proprietary  Association  of  Great  Britain  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation, 
and  the  Wholesale  Drug  Trade  Association.  In  reading  this  memo- 
randum and  the  draft  Bill  attached  to  it,  two  points  of  fundamental 
importance  emerge. 

The  Form  of  New  Legislation. — The  first  of  these  points  is  the 
form  that  new  legislation  should  take.  (I  am  not  referring  here  to 
the  question  raised  in  the  memorandum  whether  the  draft  Bill 
referred  to  "should  be  an  independent  one-clause  Bill  or  could 
form  part  of  a  Finance  Act" ;  that  is  a  question  for  the  authorities 
concerned.)  Obviously,  a  change  of  this  magnitude  cannot  be 
effected  in  the  same  casual  way  as  a  deal  at  a  market  stall ;  nor  will 
all  the  problems  arising  from  the  Acts  now  in  force  corne  to  an  end 
with  the  disappearance  of  those  Acts  and  the  duties  imposed  under 
them.  One  sentence  in  the  evidence  submitted  to  the  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Medicines  Stamp  Duties  of  1935-36  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  may  be  cited  as  formulating  the  guiding  principle  that 
should  be  adopted  :  "The  Society  regards  it  as  important  that  the 
medicines  to  be  taxed  shall  be  clearly  defined  and  that  the  definition 
shall  be  statutory  and  not  capable  of  amendment  by  departmental 
rule."  If  this  principle  is  not  adopted,  one  of  two  things  will  happen  : 
the  Government  department,  whichever  it  is,  entrusted  with  the 
administration  of  a  new  Act  will  either  inherit  from  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise  the  present  set  of  rulings,  minus  a  few  deletions, 
or  must  evolve  a  new  set.  Let  it  be  frankly  recognised  that  the 
Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  has,  since  it  took  over  the  administra- 
tion of  the  existing  Acts  from  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  in  1909, 
carried  out  its  duties  with  conspicuous  fairness.  The  course  of 
events,  however,  has  brought  rulings  savouring  of  casuistry,  of 
illogical  discrimination,  as  the  solicitor  to  the  Board  admitted  by 
implication  when  giving  evidence  before  the  Select  Committee  in 
1936.  In  a  new  Act  such  rulings  should  be  systematised  and,  so  to 
speak,  smoothed  out,  sometimes  in  the  text  of  the  Act  itself  but  more 
frequently,  perhaps,  in  a  schedule  or  schedules. 

When  one  turns  to  the  memorandum  and  the  draft  Bill,  it  does 
not  appear  that  much  has  been  done  in  this  direction.  It  may  be 
supposed,  for  instance,  that  the  substances  mentioned  under 
heading  (i)  of  the  draft  Schedule  could  be  recommended  by  un- 
qualified persons  for  use  in  any  ailments  they  select,  thus  consti- 
tuting a  new  class  of  known,  admitted  and  approved  remedies.  The 
definitions  in  this  group  of  substances  needs  emendation.  Does  the 
expression  "single  drugs  of  vegetable  origin"  comprise  all  such 
drugs  prepared  for  sale  by  the  usual  commercial  processes,  including 
powdering  ?  Does  it  exclude  poisons  ?  (It  is  no  answer,  when 
legislation  is  in  prospect,  to  say  "Of  course  it  does.")  Are  extracts, 
solid  and  liquid,  of  single  vegetable  drugs  classed  under  this  head- 
ing ?  Under  the  present  regime  the  term  "entire  drugs"  (officially 
called  "pure  drugs")  is  liberally  interpreted:  is  this  interpretation 
to  continue  ?  Turning  to  heading  (2),  will  saline  powders  and  crystals 
rank  as  "spa  waters  or  mineral  water"?  More  of  such  problems 
will  call  for  solution  than  can  be  indicated  here.  Among  them  are 
the  status  of  medicated  foods,  medicated  wines,  powders  for  fumi- 
gation, bath  salts  and  tablets,  germicides,  medicinal  lozenges, 
imported  medicines,  samples,  snuffs,  soaps.  Advertising  to  regis- 
tered pharmacists  should,  as  a  matter  of  equity,  be  put  on  the  same 
footing  as  advertising  to  registered  medical  practitioners.  The 
compulsory  supervision  of  a  chemist  on  the  premises  of  manufac- 
turers and  wholesalers  must  be  either  continued  or  abolished.  The 
use  of  such  phrases  as  "Head  and  Stomach  Pills"  must  be  regular- 
ised. The  C.  &■  D.  Diary  list  of  ailments,  or  a  similar  one,  must  be 
recognised  as  binding.  And  the  offering  for  sale  of  preparations  as 
resembling,  or  as  substitutes  for,  named  proprietary  articles  must 
receive  attention. 

The  Unqualified  Vendor. — The  second  point  erperging  from  a 
reading  of  the  memorandum  is  the  future  of  the  unqualified  vendor. 
It  is  proposed  that  every  such  person  shall  be  granted  the  same 
privileges  of  sale  as  authorised  sellers  of  poisons  (including  firms  and 
bodies  corporate)  and  registered  medical  practitioners  if,  at  the  time 


of  the  passing  of  the  new  Act,  he  is  in  business  on  his  own  accoun 
as  a  seller  of  drugs  or  medicines.  This  is  quite  unsatisfactory.  Ai 
unquaUfied  vendor  answering  to  the  description  just  given  ma 
perhaps  ask :   "  If  persons  who  had  sold  only  drugs  and  medicine 
for  three  years  before  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  1783  were  allowe( 
to  rank  as  qualified  persons,  and  if  all  who  have  served  a  regulai 
apprenticeship  in  pharmacy  have  for  many  years  past  been  similarl 
recognised  by  the  authorities,  why  cannot  the  present  exemptioi 
remain?"   The  answer  is  plain.    Modern  legislation  distinguishe 
clearly  between  the  qualified  and  the  unqualified.  An  exemption 
this  kind  is  now  an  anachronism :   it  dates  back  to  a  time  whe: 
there  was  no  statutory  examination  entitling  to  registration  as 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  when  the  serving  of  a  seven-years 
apprenticeship  and  the  return  of  the  indentures  by  the  apprentici 
master  were  recognised  as  conferring  a  right  to  open  in  business 
Precedents  for  the  course  I  suggest  are  found  in  the  Dentists  Ac1 
1921,  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  (Northern  Ireland),  192' 
Chemists  are  fair-minded,  and  would  not  willingly  create  hardshij 
But  with  the  death  of  any  unqualified  trader  or  the  extinction  of  hi 
business  this  privilege  of  the  unqualified  should  end,  a  sufficien 
period  being  allowed  for  the  realisation  of  the  assets;  and  as  frorl 
the  date  of  the  passing  of  the  Act  no  new  business  of  the  Itind  shoul 
be  allowed  to  be  opened.  This  brief  discussion  of  the  situation  doe| 
not  profess  to  be  exhaustive.   It  may  be  added  that  it  will  be 
safeguard  if  the  phrase  "to  supply  or  sell  or  offer  for  sale  by  retail 
in  the  draft  Bill  is  followed  by  the  words  "or  dispense." 

INDUSTRIAL  CONCENTRATION 

ScH  EMES  for  the  concentration  of  industry  and  their  effect  on  retal 
trade  are  now  being  urgently  considered  by  the  Cabinet.  Th 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  announced  on  April  29  that  thl 
latest  dates  for  submitting  voluntary  schemes  for  certain  industri(| 
have  been  fixed  as  follows : —

It  is  understood  that  voluntary  schemes  of  concentration  coverinl 
a  substantial  percentage  of  the  labour  force  in  this  group  ha\l 
already  been  submitted.  Subject  to  modification  in  detail,  til 
schemes  are  likely  to  be  approved.  The  announcement  furth(| 
stated : — 

"There  has  been  some  misunderstanding  about  the  position 
small  firms  in  relation  to  concentration  of  production.  ArrangemenJ 
between  small  firms  are  welcomed  and  are  considered  on  exactly  tfc 
same  basis  as  arrangements  between  large  ones.  But  large  an 
small  firms  alike  not  making  these  arrangements  will  have  to  faj 
certain  consequences :  their  labour  will  in  many  cases  have  to 
taken  for  munitions  or  for  the  armed  Forces ;  wherever  there  is  | 
shortage  of  raw  material  its  preferential  allocation  to  nucleus 
and  firms  grouped  with  them  will  mean  that  the  whole  effect 
this  shortage  is  felt  by  the  other  firms ;  and  consequently  the  poUc] 
of  the  Government  will  be  to  direct  requisitioning  to  their  premisei 
The  difficulties  attending  a  forced  concentration  of  a  large  numbi 
of  very  small  firms  are  very  great  and  where  these  arrangemeni 
are  not  made  on  a  voluntary  basis  firms  that  have  not  been  co:l 
centrated  will  have  to  stand  the  burden  of  decreasing  tumov| 
without  the  compensating  advantages  of  concentration." 

Retail  Trade. — It  is  understood  that  Captain  Lyttelton  w| 
shortly  announce  Government  proposals  to  enable  the  retail  tra<r 
to  meet  the  situation  which  has  arisen  through  concentration 
industry  on  war  production.  The  Government  scheme  wiD  facUital 
mergers  between  shopkeepers  and  a  general  telescoping  of  til 
retail  trade.  Extensive  closing  of  shops  is  not  thought  likely.

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CHEMISTRY  OF  THERAPEUTIC  SUBSTANCES

II. — Parasympatheticomimetic  Drugs 

Parasympathetic  Nervous  System. — As  explained  in  the  previous 
rticle  of  this  series,  the  activity  of  glands,  organs  and  blood  vessels 
'  under  the  control  of  the  autonomic  nervous  system,  which  consists 
f  two  sets  of  nerves,  the  sympathetic  and  the  parasympathetic. 
Jnlike  those  supplying  ordinary  muscles,  these  nerves  are  involun- 
-ry,  i.e.  they  cannot  be  made  to  operate  at  will.  Generally 
peaking,  stimulation  of  the  parasympathetic  nerves  dilates  the 
lood  vessels ;  slows  the  pulse  and  inhibits  the  action  of  the  heart 
ontracts  the  pupils  ;   increases  the  activity  of  secretory  glands 
ugments  the  movements  of  the  stomach,  intestines  and  bladder 
nd  constricts  the  bronchial  muscles.   As  far  as  hollow  organs  such 
s  the  stomach,  bladder  and  intestines  are  concerned,  the  sympathetic 
erves  are  the  "filling  "  nerves  and  the  parasympathetic  the  "  empty- 
g"  nerves.  A  new  conception  of  the  mode  of  action  of  the  auto- 
"mic  nerves  has  recently  been  developed.    It  has  been  demon- 
rated  that  a  sympathetic  nerve  impulse  reaches  a  gland  or  organ 
~t  as  a  result  of  a  direct  physical  process,  but  by  the  liberation  at 
le  termination  of  the  nerve  of  a  minute  quantity  of  adrenaline, 
hich  brings  about  a  definite  stimulus,  augmenting  or  inhibiting 
e  action  of  the  organ  or  gland.   Similarly  it  has  been  shown  that 
e  parasympathetic  nerves  act  not  by  transmitting  a  physical 
imulus,  but  by  causing  the  liberation  of  a  specific  hormone, 
'etylcholine,  at  their  terminations.    Drugs  producing  actions  in 
e  body  similar  to  those  produced  by  stimulating  the  parasym- 
thetic  nerves  are  said  to  be  parasympatheticomimetic  or  cholin- 
gic,  since  they  resemble  acetylcholine  pharmacologically. 

Acetylcholine. — This  produces  in  any  organ  almost  exactly  the 
me  effects  as  are  produced  by  stimulating  the  parasympathetic 
,rvous  system,  and  it  can  produce  those  effects  in  very  minute 
antities.  Thus  it  can  be  detected  physiologically  in  a  concentra- 
of  I  part  in  5,000  million.

e  acetyl  ester  of  choline.  It  is  an  unstable  compound,  being  readily 
droly,sed  in  an  alkaline  medium  to  choline  and  acetic  acid.  In  the 
esence  of  blood  or  extracts  of  most  tissues  hydrolysis  occurs 
rly  rapidly  owing  to  the  presence  of  an  enzyme  known  as  cholin- 
erase.  As  this  is  normally  present  in  tissues  the  action  of  acetyl- 
oline  is  evanescent,  whether  the  compound  is  produced  either  in 
"ponse  to  parasympathetic  stimulation  or  is  injected  into  the  body, 
e  adrenaline  it  is  physiologically  inactive  by  mouth  owing  to 
hydrolytic  action  of  the  gastric  and  intestinal  juices.  The  action 
the  choUnesterase  in  the  blood  can  be  inhibited  by  other  para- 
"patheticomimetic  drugs  such  as  physostigmine   (eserine)  or 
stigmin,  which  therefore  prolong  the  activity  of  acetylcholine 
the  body.    Choline,  which  is  also  a  constituent  of  lecithin,  is 
rasympatheticomimetic  in  action,  but  it  is  not  as  powerful  as 
tylcholine,  e.g.  its  action  on  the  intestine  is  only  about  i/i,oooth 
t  of  the  latter.   Acetylcholine  has  a  powerful  vasodilator  action, 
t  is,  it  dilates  blood  vessels.   It  has  therefore  been  used  in  peri- 
eral  vascular  diseases  associated  with  spasm  or  narrowing  of  the 
od  vessels  (intermittent  claudication,  thromboangiitis  obliterans, 
.ynaud's  disease)  but  owing  to  its  evanescent  action  it  has  been 
)laced  by  more  stable  cholinergic  drugs. 

Choline  Derivatives. — Methylacetylcholine  and  bromocholine 
ve  been  used  clinically,  but  they  present  few  advantages  over 
ttylcholine.

mbles  acetylcholine,  but  differs  from  it  in  possessing  an  amino 
up  in  place  of  a  methyl  group.  Pharmacologically  it  resembles 
tylcholine,  but  it  is  far  more  stable  in  solution.  It  is  not  affected 
heat  in  solution  and  is  more  resistant  to  hydrolysis  than  the 
tyl  compound,  so  that  it  can  be  administered  orally.  The  addi- 
lal  amino  group  potentiates  the  parasympathetic  action  ;  weight 
weight  it  is  ten  to  twenty  times  as  active  when  injected  as  acetyl- 
hne.  Since  it  resists  the  action  of  cholinesterase  in  the  body  its 
ion  is  also  more  prolonged  than  that  of  acetylcholine.  When 
cted,  carbachol  produces  a  rapid  fall  in  blood  pressure,  an 
ease  in  pulse  rate,  flushing  and  a  feeling  of  warmth  throughout 
body.  This  is  because  of  its  effect  in  dilating  the  blood  vessels, 
e  acetylcholine  it  has  been  used  in  the  treatment  of  high  blood 
~sure  and  intestinal  atony.  It  is  also  effective  in  promoting 
turition  in  cases  of  post-operative  retention,  and  for  lowering

closely  resembles  acetylcholine.  Like  carbachol  it  is  far  more  stable 
and  less  readily  hydrolysed  than  the  acetyl  compound,  so  that  it 
is  effective  orally  as  well  as  when  injected.  It  increases  the  pulse 
rate,  increases  intestinal  peristalsis  and  tone,  constricts  the  bronchi, 
dilates  the  blood  vessels  and  produces  salivation.  It  has  been  found 
that  better  results  are  obtained  in  some  cases  by  administering 
acetyl-j3-methylcholine  chloride  by  means  of  iontophoresis,  i.e.  by 
means  of  the  galvanic  current.  A  pad  soaked  in  a  solution  of  the 
compound  is  placed  over  the  part  to  be  treated  and  covered  with  a 
strip  of  metal  foil,  which  forms  the  positive  pole  of  the  apparatus. 
The  negative  pole  is  a  strip  of  metal  applied  over  a  pad  .soaked  in 
saline  and  placed  on  the  patient's  back.  A  current  of  40  to  50 
milliamps  is  applied  for  fifteen  to  twenty  minutes.  This  treatment 
produces  a  far  more  powerful  dilatation  of  the  blood  vessels  than  when 
the  substance  is  given  orally  or  by  injection. 

Numerous  choline  ethers  have  been  prepared,  e.g.  methyl-,  ethyl-, 
butyl-  and  propionyl-choline,  but  they  are  pharmacologically  less 
active  than  acetylcholine.  A  choline  derivative  has  been  prepared 
by  methylating  the  hydroxyl  group  attached  to  the  nitrogen  atom 
and  replacing  the  terminal  hydroxyl  group  by  a  bromine  atom. 
This  gives  trimethyl-methoxy-propanyl  ammonium  bromide  (es- 
modil) :—  {CK^)^  ee  N.CH^.CH^.Br.

which  is  used  as  a  0-3  per  cent,  solution  as  a  parasympathetic 
stimulant,  particularly  in  intestinal  atony  and  retention  of  urine. 

Physostigmine  and  Analogues. — Physostigmine  or  eserine  is 
the  chief  alkaloid  of  the  calabar  or  ordeal  bean.   Chemically  it  is 

derived  from  a  benzene  ring  and  two 
pyrrole  rings  as  shown  in  diagram. 
The  principal  parasympathetic  effects 
of  physostigmine  are  its  constrictor 
action  on  the  pupil,  the  increase  of 
glandular  secretions,  and  the  powerful 
peristaltic  contractions  produced  in 
the  stomach,  intestines  and  bladder. 
It  is  used  to  reduce  intra-ocular 
pressure  in  glaucoma,  to  neutralise 
the  mydriatic  effect  of  atropine,  and  to  relieve  intestinal  atony. 

Stedman  examined  a  large  number  of  synthetic  compounds 
related  to  physostigmine,  and  he  discovered  that  the  parasym- 
pathetic activity  of  the  latter  depends  upon  the  methyl  carbamic 
ester  grouping,  CH3.NH.OC.O,  attached  to  the  benzene  ring.  Sim- 
pler compounds  were  then  prepared  resembling  physostigmine  but 
without  the  pyrrole  rings.  It  was  finally  .shown  that  all  compounds 
of  the  general  formula  R.NH.OC.O.CJH4.R'  had  a  physostigmine-like 
action,  R  representing  an  alkyl  group  (e.g.  methyl  or  ethyl)  and 
R'  a  tertiary  amino  group — N(CH3).2.  The  activity  was  greatest 
when  R  was  a  methyl  group.  A  number  of  methyl  carbamic  esters 
of  different  phenols  were  prepared  and  found  to  have  an  action 
similar  to  that  of  physostigmine.  Aeschlimann  and  Reinert  con- 
tinued the  work  of  Stedman  and  prepared  a  long  series  of  derivatives 
with  a  view  to  obtaining  a  compound  resembling  physostigmine 
in  its  stimulating  action  on  the  intestines,  but  without  any  appre- 
ciable effect  on  the  heart,  secretions,  or  eyes.  The  compound  finally 
selected  was  the  dimethyl  carbamic  ester  of  wz-hydroxyphenyl 
trimethyl   ammonium  bromide

(prostigmin)  (see  diagram)  which  (CH3)2N.CO.O 
is  less  readily  hydrolysed  than 
physostigmine  and  is  therefore 
more  stable  in  solution.  It  has 
been  used  extensively  as  a  para- 
sympathetic stimulant,  particu- 
larly in  the  treatment  of  intestinal  atony.  More  recently  it  has  been 
employed  in  the  treatment  of  a  disease  known  as  myasthenia  gravis 
with  considerable  success.  The  activity  of  prostigmin  has  been 
attributed  to  its  property  of  inhibiting  the  activity  of  cholinesterase, 
thereby  prolonging  the  action  of  the  acetylcholine  liberated  in  the 
body.  Prostigmin  also  potentiates  the  action  of  other  cholinergic 
drugs  such  as  acetyl-^-methyl-choline  chloride.  Another  of  Aeschli- 
mann and  Reinert's  compounds  is  the  methyl  phenyl  carbamic  ester 
of  j;i-hydroxyphenyl  trimethyl  ammonium  methyl  sulphate.  This  is 
stated  to  be  more  effective  in  myasthenia  gravis  than  prostigmin.

Conditions  in  most  markets  during  the  past  week  have  been  ratlier 
qilieter  than  recently.  The  general  tone,  however,  is  steady,  and  some 
changes  in  the  values  of  natural  products  are  recorded.  Most  of  the 
business  seems  to  be  coming  from  the  consuming  trades.  In  Pharmaceut- 
ical Chemicals,  demand  has  been  quiet  but  steady,  with  no  price  clianges 
of  importance  notified  by  makers  or  dealers. 

Crude  Drugs 

A  rather  poor  week  is  reported  in  most  drugs,  but  interest  has  attached 
to  a  few  items.  The  tone  is  steady,  and  spot  stocks  of  some  items  are  low. 
There  is  a  persistent  demand  for  Agar,  though  spot  supplies  are  poor  and 
hig:h  prices  are  asked.  Demand  for  Curagao  Aloes,  which  is  short,  is  good, 
and  poor  for  the  Cape,  which  is  plentiful.  Balsam  tolu  is  reported 
firmer;  other  Balsams  are  unchanged.  Benzoin  is  firm,  and  sales  are 
steady.  Quite  good  business  is  passing  in  Bismuth  metal.  New-crop 
BucHU  is  quoted  a  sliade  dearer  for  shipment.  There  appears  to  be  little 
Cascarilla  left  on  spot,  but  further  supplies  will  probably  be  available 
in  the  near  future.  Spot  prices  of  Cloves  show  a  small  increase  on  the 
week.  Interest  in  Colocynth  seems  to  have  declined.  Derris  root  is 
attracting  some  attention,  and  better  business  has  resulted.  Ergot, 
which  has  been  remarkably  stable  for  some  time,  is  now  reported  to  be 
showing  a  firmer  tendency.  Spot  and  forward  quotations  for  Sudan  Gui\i 
acacia  are  higher.  Spot  stocks  of  Ipecacuanha  are  becoming  low.  Spot 
quotations  for  Nutmegs  aire  nominal.  Peppers  are  now  quiet,  with  values 
showing  a  fractional  decline  on  the  week.  Pimento  is  quoted  rather 
dearer  on  spot.  Although  it  appears  to  be  too  early  for  offers  of  new-crop 
Senega,  some  shipment  business  is  understood  to  have  been  done.  The 
market  is  now  reported  bare  of  supplies  of  Indian  Squill,  but  further 
supplies  are  expected. 

Essential  Oils 

Trade  in  these  products  has  been  quiet,  with  most  of  the  business  con- 
sisting of  moderate  sales  to  regular  consumers.  Anise  (star)  is  in  fair 
demand,  and  spot  values  are  firm.  Cananga  is  quoted  at  a  fig;ure  slightly 
over  that  recorded  last  week.  Firm  conditions  obtain  for  Cassia,  and  spot 
stocks  are  low.  Clove  is  firm,  and  quotations  are  at  the  higher  levels 
recorded  recently.  Grapefruit  is  firmer  and  dearer  on  spot.  There  are 
no  changes  in  the  controlled  prices  for  Groundnut,  Linseed,  and  Olive. 
Lemongrass  is  a  firm  market,  with  spot  dearer.  Chinese  Peppermint  has 
again  been  in  good  inquiry ;  spot  stocks  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  demand, 
but  further  supplies  are  expected.

Industrial  methylated  spirit  is  in  the  B.P.  Its  us 
in  certain  liniments  has  the  sanction  of  long  usage  and  of  ti 
Revenue  authorities.  No  ill  result  would  follow  its  extended  use  i 
many  external  preparations  when  rectified  spirit  or  mixtures  1 
that  spirit  and  essential  oils  or  other  aromatics  are  now  prescribei 
The  N.H.I.  Drug  Tariff  suggests  several  cases  in  which  methylate 
may  be  used  for  insurance  dispensing.  When  rectified  is  prescribs 
it  is  generally  by  doctors  who  are  not  aware  either  of  the  cost  of  tl 
one  or  the  equal  efficacy  of  the  other.  Chemists  could  render  goc 
service  by  persuading  prescribers  to  allow  them  to  substitu

Fireman's  Cramp 

Sir, — We  were  interested  to  see  your  note  on  fireman's  cram 
under  Miscellaneous  Inquiries  (C.  &•  D.,  April  19,  p.  258).  It  seer 
now  established  that  this  condition  is  due  to  sodium  chloride  d 
pletion.  The  drinking  of  large  quantities  of  water  simply  exaggerat 
it,  and  the  rational  remedy  is  to  drink  weak  salt  solution.  T) 
following  paragraph  from  Gaddum's  "  Pharm.acology  "  is  interestii 
in  this  connexion : 

Salt  Depletion. — Sodium  chloride  is  so  widely  distributed 
foodstuffs,  and  the  body's  mechanisms  for  preserving  salt  wo 
so  well,  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  produce  salt  depletion  1 
feeding  animals  on  a  salt-free  diet.    Salt  depletion  occurs 
miners  and  stokers  who  lose  large  quantities  of  salt  in  sweat.  T 
concentration  of  salt  in  .sweat  is  lower  than  that  in  most  tiss 
fluids,  so  that,  by  itself,  sweating  will  increase  the  concentratii 
of  salt  in  the  body,  but  when  the  stoker  has  sweated,  he  drin 
water  to  replace  the  fluid  lost.   When  he  has  done  this  his  s; 
concentration  is  lower  than  it  original!)^  was.  and  if  he  continu 
the  process  he  eventually  gets  stoker's  cramp — twitching 
mu.scles,  particularly  the  abdominal  muscles,  and  convulsio 
accompanied  by  dizziness  and  increased  perspiration.   This  is  d 
to  deficiency  of  sodium  chloride  and  can  be  prevented  by  maki 
the  stoker  drink  i  per  cent,  sodium  chloride  instead  of  wati

Concentration  in  Retail  Trade 

Sir, — From  the  report  of  the  Parliamentary  debate  on  t 
limitation  of  retail  supplies  (C.  (&•  D.,  .April  26,  p.  262)  it  appes 
that  the  closing  of  a  proportion  of  e.xisting  retail  shops  has  be 
foreseen,  as  one  result  of  limited  stocks.  If,  as  was  stated,  t 
Government  is  unable  to  afford  any  assistance  to  shopkeepers 
these  circumstances,  it  should  at  least  issue  some  advice  or  instn 
tions  as  to  how  cases  of  definite  hard,ship  are  to  be  dealt  with 
local  authorities  and  others,  otherwise  it  is  possible  that  the  tradi 
affected  will  find  themselves  faced  with  prosecution  or  bankrupt 
The  Insurance  work  of  each  pharmacy  will  have  to  be  considen 
for  to  concentrate  two  or  three  pharmacies  into  one  will  mean 
excess  of  work  during  certain  hours  of  the  day.  On  the  other  har 
the  ability  of  the  pharmacist  to  provide  a  panel  service  on  the  prase 
terms  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  his  counter  trade  enables  h: 
to  keep  his  premises  open,  and  if  this  trade  declines  below  a  carta 
level  the  amount  received  from  dispensing  fees  will  not  be  sufficie 
to  make  up  the  loss.  Some  scheme  of  regulated  closing  may  have 
be  adopted.
